This 
sesult was accomplished at a terrible 
cost to the Polish people, the number 
of victims being estimated at thousand:;. 
Business has become stagnant, the trades 
enq industries are bankrupt, and the 
miasses are dispirited and in a state of 
. goverty.

All Parties United. 

For the time belng party differences 
have been forgotten, and the national 
spirit has brought about a merger of 
the three great Polish parties—conserva- 
tlve, progressive and democratic, These 
are selecting fusion candidates represent- 
ing Polish national ideals. The new 
Polish school system is also bringing out 
evidence of national energy as the per- 
mission to establish -private schools with 
Polish teachers has already resulted in 
the formation of 800 schools, with an at- 
fendance of 75,000 Polish children. 
Altogether, despite the darkness of the 
present martial conditions, the situation 
has been somewhat relieved by new evi- 
dences of the indomitable spirit of thu 
Polish people asserting itself.

How the Archbishop Sees It. 

“The situation created by the new law 
cf separation, which is the cause of the 
present crisis in France, is as if for 
irstance, the legislature of New Yor« 
were to enact laws compelling the trus- 
tees of the Trinity church corporation, 
under the penalty of confiscation, to give 
tnely consent to the alienation of all its 
Vast property to other uses than those 
for which it was intended, and to trans- 
fer its administration and control to peo- 
ple who might either belong to rival de- 
rominations or even profess atheism. it 
is as if the legislature of New York were 
to enact a statute requiring the Catholic 
church, under the penalty of the confis- 
cation of its property of one kind or an- 
cther, to comsent to the transfer of tne 
management and control of its sacred 
edifices, seminaries, rectories, hospitais, 
protectories ang other educational and 
charitable institutions to associations in 
which not merely avowed foes of Cath 
chcism among the protestant denomina. 
tions, but also agnostics and scheming 
politicians, indifferent to any kind of re- 
ligious belief, were in the majority. 

“It is inconceivable to the American 
people that the legislature of New York, 
or indeed, wf any other state of this 
great and free republic, should enact any 
such laws of virtual spoliation., Yet, 
that is precisely what the French govern- 
ment has done. 


What the New Law Requires. 

“In a word, the new law requires of 
ihe church the alienation of all its prop- 
erty to boards of laymen in the selection 
of which it has virtually no voice; this 
voard to have full and perfect control, 
not only over the funds, but even over 
the religious edifice and over the exer 
cise of divine worship itself, independent 
of priests, bishops and canon law. 

‘The property at state consists of about 
30,000 churches, (of which less than 300 
have been built with the aid of state or 
municipality), and the property accumu- 
lated by means of endowments and lega- 
cies during the last hundred years, since 
the last cOnfiscation of church property 
at the time of the great revolution and 
amounting to considerably over $100,000,- 
000. Only a portion of this vast prop- 
erty is destined for purely ecclesiastical 
purposes, the great majority of the funds 
being designed and used for purposes of 
Of this prop- 
erty the clergy are the trustees, by vir- 
tue of the conditions under which it 
was donated and bequeathed. Their ac- 
ceptance of the new law, and their trans- 
fer of this_property of the trust .to the 
associations cultuelless, would alienate 
forever the estate Of the church in defer- 
ence to an iniquitous law which may be 
repealed by another parliament. 


What the Pope Is Fighting For. 

“Aristide Briand, the minister of edu- 
cation in France, and the author and 
executor of this iniquitous law, has sol- 
emnly declared that without the written 
consent of the clergy to the establish- 
ment of these boards, or ‘associations 
cultuelles,’ and without the transfer of 
the clergy of the property of the church 
to these bodies, there could not only be 
no public exercise of divine worship, but 
there would also follow the confiscation 
of the sacred edifices, the rectOries and 
the other ecclesiastical property by the 
state. 

“There is no question of differences 
between the various religious denomina- 
tions. The pope and the Roman Catho- 
lic church in France todav are fighting 
with far better justification afd mutch 
greater moderation the very war that 
Chalmers and the other founders of the 
Free Kirk waged in Scotland sixty years 
ago for ‘their own rights of Christ.’ The 
clergy of France, in one word, are fight- 
ing the battle of Christendom, and should 
have the sympathy of every Christian 
church, no matter what its denomination, 
which owns property and endowments to 
be used for divine worship and fOr the 
dispensation of — according to its 


'own lights.”

With regard to the alleged arrange- 
ment with the Spanish ambassador at 
Paris for the care of the archives of 
the runciature, the communication says 
that neither the vatican nor the Spanish 
ambassador to the vatican ever thought 
of communicating with the Spanish am- 
bassad0Or at Paris without first entering 
into an agreement with Spain.

of the county superintendents shall be | 
four years, but the attorney geteral has} 
ruled that e special Winston county 
act making the term in that county two 
years prevails. 

By the general law, Mr. Steele would 
have held yntil November, !908, having 
been elected in 1904. However, it has 
'been decided by the supreme court that 
this genera! act does not repeal special 
acts, and that where the two come in 
conflict the special act is to hold good. 
| Winston, like several other counties likely 
to be affected the same way, makes the 
term only two years. Writing State Bu- 
perintendent I. W. Hill of the subject, 
after being asked if the general election 
law extended the term of office in the 
county, Attorney General Wilson said: 

“On the authority of the cases of 
Prowell v. the State, !42 Ala., 80, and 
the State v. Covington, 142 Ala., 98, I 
am of the opition that the general elec- 
tion law: of 1903 does not extend the 
term of office of the county syperintend- 
ent of education of Winston county.” 

Concerning the right of the state su- 
perintendent to appoint the attorney gen- 
eral reviews the two-year law of the 
county in which is the authority of the 
said officer to appoint in case of va- 
cancy, and proceeds: “Ag stated to you 
in my letter of November 3, the genera! 
election law of 1903 does not extend the 
term of this office. In any event he (the 
man elected in 1904) could not be entitied 
to hold his office later than November 
6. when his successor should hare been 
elected, or for a few days thereafter for 
such successor to qualify. No successor, 
having been elected at that time, I am 
of the opinion that there is a vacancy 
in the office. THat yvaeancy may be 
filled Dy you under the local act re- 
ferred to.’

ISSUE GIVEN DEMOCRACY 
DECLARES SENATOR CLAY 


Georgian Enumerates Some Things 
Which Are in Control of the 
States and Will So Remain. 
Root Criticized by Many 
Republicans.

Washington. December 16.—(Special.)— 
The astounding speech of Secretary Root, 
Gelivered at the dinner of the Pennsyl- 
yania Society in New York on last Wed- 
nesday, in which he made a strong plea 
for the centralization of power in the 
in the hands of the national governmen', 
has stirred up the statesman here as 
has no matter before congress s0 far this 


session. | 

The Geclaration made by President 
Roosevelt recently that Secretary Ro»: 
was the only member of his cabinet to 
whom he could look for comprehensive 
and satisfactory exposition before the 
public of administration views, has givea 
added significance to the speech. 

The argument was no doubt well cou- 
gidered and carefully prepared, and in 
effect it has even surpassed the conster- 
nation created by the words of the presl- 
gent in his message to congress, in dis- 
cussing the respective rights of the gov- 
ernment and of individual states apropos 
of the Japanese situation. Other ma-- 
ters which have transpired since have 
worked up a crescendo of popular dis- 
approval of the theory that this govern- 
ment «will allow individual states the 
rights granted them under the constitu- 


vives. 
What Root Said. 

Mr. Root declared: 

“There is but one way in which the 
states of the union can maintain theic 
sower and authority under the conditions 
which are now before us, and that is 
by an awakening on part of the states 
to a realization of their duties to ati 
the country at large.”’ 

Further on he said: 

‘We are urging on in a development of 
husiness and social life which tends more 
and more to the obliteration of -state 
lines and a decrease of the state power 
as compared with the national power. ’ 
In contending that the failure of the 
states to exercise the power which It 
was their right to exercise, provoked the 
intervention of the national government 
in several matttrs, he said: 

“It may be that such control could be 
better exercised in particular .instances 
hv the governments of the states, but 
the people will have the control they 
need elther from the states or from the 
national government, and if the states 
in due measure sooner 
or later. construction of the constitu- 
tion «ill be found to vest the power 
where it will be exercised, in the nation- | 
al government. 

“The true and only way to preserve 
state authority is to be found in the 
awakened conscience of the states, their 
broadened views and higher standard of 
responsibility to ahe general public, ir 
effective legislation by the states in con- 
formity to the general moral sense of 
the country, and in the vigorous exercise 
for the general public good of that state 
authority which is to be preserved.” 

Senator Clay on Root. 

Yn discussing Secretary Root’s remark- 
able speech, Senator Clay said: 

“Mr. Root gives the democratic party 
an issue. We sometimes hear it said 
that the president has crippled the demo- 
cratic party by reason of the fact that 
he has advocated many democratic meas- 
vres. In my opinion if the republicaa 
partv should adopt Mr. Root’s sugge3- 
tions and make them part of the plat- 
form in the next national convention, 
Such action would give the democratic 
party an issue on which we could g* 
tefore the American people ang win ai 
election. The people, north and south, 
are jealous of the rights of the states, 
and would be slow to surrender to con- 
gress the right to control and manage 
their own local affairs, which they hav? 
enjoyed since the foundation of our gov- 
ernment. 

“It was a strong speech for those who 
believe in a strong centralized, consoli- 
dated government. I do not agree with 
Secretary Root. When our government 
was organized the national government 
Was given such powers by the states as 
Were enumerated in the constitution. 
All other powers were reserved to the 
States. Mr. Root insists that the states, 
through their legislatures, will not do 
their duty. Te insists that congress 
Bhould he the judge as to whether or 
not state legislatures have done their 
duty in controlling and managing their 
internal affairs, and that when congress 
concludes that state legislatures have 
been derelict in the discharge of their 
duties then congress must act for the 
States. This practically blots out all 
lines of@lemarcation between the states 
and t ational government, and our 
dua stem of government would no

“When it comes to providing school 


| systems for the education of the chil- 


dren of the states, this is purely a mat- 
ter to be dealt with by the legislatures 
of the states and certainly congress should 
have no juridiction to interfere with 
such systems. 

“When it comes to regulating apd con- 
trolling corporations operating exclusive- 
ly within the state and not engaging in 
interstate commerce congress has no 
jurisdiction to cOntrel or interfere with 


| them. 


“Instead of enlarging the powers and 
jurisdiction of the federal courts I favor 
legislation restricting their jurisdiction. 
There is now pending before congress a 
bll providing that before a suit can be 
transferred from the state to the federal 
court at least five thousand doliafs must 


be inyvOlved, and I am hopeful that such 


legislation will be enacted. ‘ 

“The people of a state know their 
immediate wants and needs better than 
the members of congress from every 
sction of our common country, and the 
legislators of a state are better qualified 
to deal with local questions, which are 
in no way connected with national af- 
fairs, than congress. 

“Mr. Root is a very able man, but I 
doubt if his views meet the approval of 
the great state of New York. 

“The greatest speech I have ever read 
was delivered by Mr. Hill defining the 
powers of the national government and 
the rights reserved to the states. I doubt 
if any man understood more thorOughly 
the structure of our government than 
did Benjamin H. Hill. I hope that we 
will never depart from the lessons he 
taught us.”’ 

Dinner Guests Disagree With Root. 

The guests at the dinner of the Penn- 
Root’s 
speech, failed noticeably to express ap- 
proval of the sentiments he uttered. They 
did cheer heartily the contrary view 
which was embodied in a speech by Jus- 
tfce John Hay Brown, of Pennsylvania. 
who, speaking on the judiciary, entered 
the following defense of the “states 
rights’ doctrine. 

“~ “The judiciary! May I ask you to hear 
the words of the beloved chief justice of 
our state: ‘More independent, less direct- 
ly responsible, elther to the other depart 
ments or to the people at large, yet hold- 
ing neither purse nor the sword, its au- 
thority depends wholly upon reason. But 
how transcendent is its authority to marr 
the limits of executive ang legislative 
power; to administer the law and give 
commands, not only to individuals, bu* 
to presidents and congress; to sit in judg- 
“nent on the proceedings and privileges of 
the sovereign states and to give final 
form and effect to the great charter of 
the union on which the rights, the peace, 
‘the harmony, the prosperity, safety, ani 
honor of the whole country depend.”’ 
Prominent Republicans Dissent. 

A distinguished republican senator, in 
response to a request for his views on 
Mr. Root’s speech, replieq significantly: 
“The speech of Justice Brown was a 
magnificent one, thorovghly Americsi 
irom start to finish.’’ 

It is predicted that few men on the 
republican side can be brought to in- 
dorse the view of the administration as 
expressed by the leading constitutional 
lawyer of Mr. Roosevelt's cabinet, Sec- 
i¢tary Root. Foraker thinks we had 
better hold on to the constitution, ani 
that our dual form of government is a 
most happy one. Spooner was dumb- 
founded, but would not efpress an opin- 
ion. Senator Collum, chairman of the 
committee on foreign relations, says the 
constitution is good enough for him. 

Raymer on Root. 

Senator Rayner, democrat, of Mary- 
land, suggests that Secretary Root issue 
a “Revised Edition of the Constitution 
by Elihu Root.” He declared: . 

“Tf the doctrine he enunciated boldly is 
earried to its logical limits, it is an end 
to the reserveg rights of the state, and 
if accepted by the present generation, we 
shail pass insidiously from the form of 
government under which we now live to 
cne never contemplated by the men who 
framed the constitution, ang one to be 
abhored by every student who compre- 
hends the nature of our institutions. [ 
cannot put too strong my personal admi- 
ration for Secretary Root and my utter 
detestation of the principle he has pro- 
claimed.’’ 

Senator Daniel, democrat, of West Vivr- 
ginia, believes there is no need for any 
further consolidation or concentration of 
power in Washington. ‘“‘When a rotten 
republic becomes an empire,’’ he af- 
firmed, “‘it makes the basest and mean- 
est empire on earth. Everything runs to 
monopoly and favoritism. The grea: 
inasses of the people stand afar off, while 
the few fare at the banquet table. We 
have got empire enough already, ani 
what we need is the pure and fierce spir- 
it of democracy, which more and more 
insists upon the equal and proportionate 
Lenefits a fruitful country offers to its 
people.’’ 

Chairman Jenkins, of the house judai- 
ciary @ommittee, opposed the views of 
Secretary Root, declaring: 

“The boundaries between state and 
federal power are well defined, and mus < 
he presrved. There can be no such thing 
as centralization of power without th? 
consent of the states, and it would be 
unwise and to the injury of the people to 
attempt it. The framework of both state 
and federal government should be pre- 
served just as built by the fathers, Neith- 
er should be weakened. The police power 
of the states as reserved to the state 
should be forever preserved to them un- 
impaired. ‘ 

John Sharp Williams Protests. 

John Sharp Williams, minority leader 
of the house, pointedly disagreed with 
the views of Secretary Root: 

“It is the old familiar trick of holding 
2 big stick over the rights of the state.”’ 
said he. “In effect, the speech says that 
if the states are good they may have 
rights under the constitution, but if not, 
chey will be taken away from them, no: 
by the people, but by the government. It 
expresses the usual federal forgetfulnes: 
of the fact that what makes people hap- 
py or miserable does not emanate trem 
the government at all. It helps altéac 
the tendency toward centralization of the 
government.” :

House and Senate Will Adjourn 
Next Thursday, 


Congress Will Reconvene on Janu- 
ary 3—Several Messages From 
President Roosevelt Are 
Expected This 
Week.

Washington, December 16.—Both 
houses of congress will adjourn on 
Thursday next for the Christmas holi- 
days unless the senate should change 
the program adopted by the house, which 
is not probable. The resolution of ad- 
journment which was sent out by the 
house, has not been taken up in the 
senate, but it will probably receive at- 
temtion there tomorrow. <A meeting of 
the senate committee on appropriations 
has been calied for tomorrow morning 
and there is little doubt that the resolu- 
tions will be reported back and acted 
upon by the senate early in the day. 
The house resolution calis for the re- 
convening of the two bodies Thursday, 


In the house ‘Monday will be devoted to 
the consideration of bills under an or- 
der providing for the suspension of the 
rules and the rest of the week will be 
given to legislation pertaining to the 
District of Columbia and to the bill mak- 
ing appropriations for the conduct of 
Indian affairs. 

The urgent deficiency appropriation 
bill which passed the house Saturday 
is expected to receive the sanction of 
the senate before the holiday adjourn- 
memt. It will be sent to committee on 
its receipt by the senate Monday, and a 
prompt report is expected. The pro- 
vision in the bill looking to the carry- 
ing into efect of the pure food law is 
regarded by ‘both the senate and the 
house as really urgent, and it is not only 
expected that the senate will pass it, 
but that it will dispose of it early 
enough in the week to return it to the 
house in time to permit that body to 
take action before the adjournment on 
Thursday upon any amendments which 
the senate may make.

But January 1 is looked to for 
the long desired food reformation. 

In the meantime it is gratifying to 
note that under the meat-inspection 
law the secretary of agriculture—and 
he is authority for it himself—has al- 
ready barred the pig picture from 
canned beef, and asserted that the 
likeness of the well-fed hen shall no 
more appear on the potted chicken 
made from veal] and pork.

A Brownesville negroes on trial last 
week before Judge Roan in the 
eriminal division of the superior court, 
it was generally concedeg that the stat? 
would make no further prosecution oi 
those cases. Immediately after'the ver- 
Cict of “not guilty,” rendered by the 
jury trying the four negroes, Solicitor 
General Hill prepared an order, which 
was sanctioned by the court, allowing 
the remaining fifteen negroes in jail 
charged with complicity in the murder 
of County Policeman Heard to give bail. 
Not all of these, however, were per- 
mitted to go through this formality, one 
~—a lone exception—being still in the toils 
“f the law, all due to the faithfulness 
of the memory of Lieutenant Poole, of 
the county police 

Readjng the order of court that the 
fifieen negroes, whose names were ro- 
cited in the order, should be admitted io 
kail, Bilky Poole scratched his head. 
That was the psychological moment whey 
cawning liberty vanished from the pale 
0° Porter Collins’ horizon. 

“Let’s see,’ said Lieutenant Poole, ‘“‘it 
seems to me that the sound of that nam2 
has a familiar ring to it, ang before this 
order is executed I think I'll interview 
the criminal statistician, John Mona- 
ghan.”’ 


Application to Mr. Monaghan, the right- 
hand man of Solieitor General Charlies 
D Hill, proved that Poole’s memory wa3 
faithful, for, yellowed by age, a docu- 
ment was produced by John Monaghan 
which declared in terms that one Porter 
Collins, who fondly expected to breathe 
the fresh air of liberty along with four- 
teen other Brownesville suspects, was: 
accused by indictment of having slipped 
‘pon another negro, on December 12, 
1901, and brought that other negro’'s 
skull in abrupt contact with a rock 
which he held in his hand. According 
.o John Monaghan, it took three doctors 
and two plumbers to put Peter Collins’ 
tnink-works in working order, and, now 
at last, Collins must answer for his al- 
leged crime before a jury of his peers 
in the superior court of Fulton county. 
As for the other fourteen negroes, it 
is more than probable that the last has 
been heard of their cases. They may 
never be called to the bar again, and 
there has resulted, as the outcome of 
the murder of County Policeman Heard. 
on the night of September 24; two nigh‘s 
after the eventful Atlanta riot—but one 
conviction, that of Alex Walker for- 
merly a porter in the Kimball house, 
who, recommended by the jury to merey, 
Was sentenced to life imprisonment. 
Walker has made a motion for a new 
trial, which Judge Roan has not as yet

How Concordat Was Kept. 

‘The church was persecuted in every

groes within and around Atlanta, I do 
not think I would be wrong to say that 
not more than ten thousand of them are 
church-goers. The other forty thousand 
are spending their time on the fabbath 
in pool rooms, gambling dens, whiskey and 
beer saloons, or riding about on electric 
cars. From these classes come all the 
bad negroes that make the law-breaking 
class. 
Three Great Laws. 

Rev. J. B. Epton, pastor St. Paul's A. 
M. E. church, said: “Jas. 1:25. We are 
called upon today to preach on law and 
order, and I regard it as coming from 
God. I must, therefore, give is my best 
Thought and consideration. It is your 
duty to prayerfully consider it with me 
under the following heads: 

“1. The civil law. 2. The moral law. 
8. Perfect law. 

“Law is said to be_a_rule of action; a 
precept; a command, coming from a su- 
perior authority which an inferior one is 
bound to obey. This superiority may 
consist in office and not from an in- 
tellectual or moral standpoint. Whether 
from one or all, we are required to obey 
the law. This is God's way to govern 
His rational creatures. This is what we 
call the moral government of the world. 

“It matters not how we are situated 
in life, we find ourselves under the con- 
trol of rules, from an authority to which 
we are compelled to yield obedience. The 
negro, like all other human beings, should 
ask only equity before the law. 

“We are asked to help run down per- 
petrators of crime in our race. When 
we are clothed with proper authority 
and those we help capture are guaran- 
teed a fair and impartial trial before 
the law, certainly we will do so. The 


“wicked element in our race cannot be 


upheld. The wicked element in any race 
should not be sheltered. We must yield 
obedience to social and religious regula- 
tions and to conventional rules and to 
law, not as a gacy but as American citi- 
zens, not from fear of punishment, but 
from the fear of God.”’ 


Law’s Just Administration. 

Rev. R. T. Weatherby, secretary Col- 
ored Y. M. C. A., preached at Central 
Avenue M. KE. church (colored), in the 
absence of the pastor. He said: ‘‘(Rom. 
x, 12.) Nothing so strengthens or height- 
ens the aspirations, nor increases one’s 
confidence in a government as the just 
administration of its affairs. Our gov- 
ernment occupies the position it does to- 
day, in the front rank of the nations, 
because of its earnest effort at just ad- 
ministration. Although countless defects 
remain and grave mistakes have been 
made, we must credit our executives, at 
least, with honesty of purpose. 

“When the object of the law is thor- 
oughly established through its just, if 
stern, administration, obedience thereto 
will be the more easily commanded. 

“Very recent occurrences in our city 
have served to emphasize two or three 
itherto unobserved facts. |. That our 
courts can and will give a fair and im- 
partial trial to. the accused. 2. That 
with the proper precaution and vigilance 
the officers of the law are equal to any 
possible emergency. 3. That under in- 
describable circumstances there is a bare 
possibilty of ‘mistaken identity,’ and a 
sacrifice of innocent blood which a fair, 
though speedy trial, would avert. 

“No leader of our race will hesitate 
for one moment ‘to urge upon his people 
the strictest observance of the law when 
given the assurance of the fulfilment of 
the above conditions, as was demonstra- 
ted a few days ago in our city.’’ 

Society Without Law. 

Rev, E. P. Johnson, pastor Reed Street 
Baptist church, said: 

“Romans, xii, 1:) Civil government 
is a divine institution. There can be 
no well-regulated society without law. 
The purpose of law is threefold: |. The 
protection of the rights and privileges 
of each citizen. 2. The apprehension 
and swift legal punishment of the 
guilty. 3. The enlightenment of each 
citizen ag to his duties, his rights and 
his privileges in their relations to others. 

“The happiness of each individual, as 
well as the content and well-being of ev- 
ery community, depends upon the im- 
plicit obedience of each individual citizen 
to law. For, says Lieber: ‘There can 
be no individual liberty where every cit- 
izen is not subject to the law, and where 
he is subject to aught else than the law 
—that is, public opinion organically 
passed into the public will—this we call 
the supremacy of law.’ 

‘“‘We have great problems to solve, 
Nothing will solve them sooner or better 
than correct public opinion among all 
classes of people for the maintenance of 
order and law. 

“No race has a greater opportunity to 
make for themselves and their children 
character for honesty, truthfulness and 
the faithful discharge of all duties, re- 
specting law and order, than the people 
I, in part, represent. If we are true to 
ourselves, true to our friends and true 
to eur God, the thoughtful, fair-minded, 
law-abiding and liberty-loving people of 
these United States will always do us 
honor and give us favor. 

Government’s Sure Foundations. 

‘“(Proverbs, xxviii, 4.) Law ig the 
foundation of all government, and the 
stability of all government, whether 
home, society, state or church, depends 
entirely upon the enforcement and the 
keeping of the Aw. Home becomes the 
house of hell, society becomes a hotbed 
of immorality, the state a tottering wall, 
the church a house of ‘merchandise,’ 
when the laws are not obeyed. 

‘The state cannot afford to allow men 
te do as they please, so it appeals to all 
sorts and conditions of men to come to 
its support and help to punish the 
guilty and to protect the innocent. The 
good citizen is the man who obeys the 
law. 

“Today in this great southland we are 
threatened with peril and danger because 
men will not obey the law. When citi- 
zens of every class cooperate in bringing 
criminals to justice, whether they be 
the rapist or the murderer, the thief or 
any others, who commit lawless acta, 
truth and justice, relyigion and picty

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tls Badly Deficient Personnel 
and Material 


So General Murray, Chief of Artil- 
lery, Declares in His Annual Re- 
port—About Fifty Millions — 
Needed to Complete 
Coast Defense. 


Washington, December 16.—‘‘Both the 
coast and the field artillery are badly 
deficient in both personnel and material; 
neither is in even approximately proper 
condition for instruction in time of peace, 
much less in condition for reasonable ef- 
ficient service in war, and the time nec- 
essary to put either in the latter condi- 
tion ig not a matter of days or weeks, 
but of years.”’ 

Brigadier General Arthur Murray, chief 
of artillery, thus sums up the condition 
of his arm of the service in his annual 
report, made public today, and in which 
he says it cannot be too strongly urged 
that appropriate legislation be obtained 
to make good the deficiencies and to cor- 
rect the defects referred to. 

The total cost of the present system 
of coast defense of the United States to 
February 27 last, General Murray says, 
was $72,750,853, and the estimated cost 
to complete the defense of the United 
States, including estimates for ammunl- 
tion and cost of sites, is %50,879,339. 
From these figures the deduction is made 
that considerable more than half the 
work of coast defense has been com- 
pleted. ‘The three elements of defense 
most needed, and which will secure the 
greater measure of public safety at the 
least cost, General Murray says, are the 
completion of the installation of the ap- 
proved system of range aud position 
finding for aH guns and mortars mount- 
ed; the providing of necessary search- 
lights for harbor defense at night, and 
the completion of the submarine miino 
equipment of all fortified harbors, 

Defense of Insular Ports. 

The proper defense of insular ports and 
the entrances to the Panama canal, it is 
estimated, will cost $19,873,895, in the 
case of the former, and $4,827,682 for 
the latter. The value of submarine 
mines as-an element of harbor defense, 
General Murray says, has been demon- 
strated, and he maintains the view that 
the system adopted by the United States 
army is practically perfect as a war 
weapon. Being under complete electrical 
control from the shore, he says a line 
of mines may be rendered instantly de- 
structive to an enemy, or harmless to 
passing friendly vessels. Therefore, he 
adds, having so many guns and mortars 
already mounted in the United States, it 
is believed that the greatest amount of 
harbor defense at the Icast cost can be} 
procured by the completion of the mine: 
defense of all harbors of the United 
States. ‘‘We cannot, however, afford,” 
General Murray further states, “to wait | 
for war before completing our mine de-. 
fense, but must be prepared before-| 
hand.” 

3ut even then, he says, a compléte 
equipment would be of no use unless. 
there were a trained person to plant the} 
mines, maintain them intact, and ex-j| 
plode them at the proper instant in ac- 
tion. 


Coast and Field Artillery. 

The desirability of separation of coast 
and field artillery, General Murray says, 
is apparent. On this subject he says: 
“The eombination of the coast and field 
artillery into a corps as is now done is 
not only unsound as a military principle, 
bust is considered to be clearly detrimen- 
tal to the efficiency. of both. 

‘Tf a reasonable standard of efficiency,” 
he says, “is to be maintained by the ar- 
tillery, it will be necessary to provide 
additional officers and men for the pur- 
pose of manning the submarine de- 
fenses.”’ 

Previous recommendations for men for 
artillery work exclusively are renewed. 
Pointing out that it will require 2,278 
officers and 55,110 men to provide one 
relief for all the coast defenses construct- 
ed and proposed in the United States, at 
the entrance of the isthmian canal and 
in the insular possessions, General Mur- 
ray remarks that under tue present sys- 
tem it would be impracticable to fyurnish 
this number. Therefore, he says, atten- 
tion must be directed to some plan that 
will supply at the outbreak of war the 
deficiency from the organized militia.

MONUMENT TO SOUTH’S HEROES 


Will Be Placed in Public Square at | 

Washington, Ga. oe 
Washington, Ga., December = 
(Special.)—A confederate ra a to| 
be erected at a cost of between $4,000 
and $5,000, and to stand in the center 
of the public square in Washington, 
not a hundred feet from the spot 
where the last cabinet meeting of the 
southern confederacy was held, in 
1865, will be an accomplished fact 
early in the new year. This much was 
settled at the last meeting of the 
“Last Capinet” chapter of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy, when 
a contract was let to a representative 
of one of the largest contraeting firms 
ealling for a very handsome monu- 
ment. 

The movement, which will have its 
culmination in the erection of this 
monument to the confederate dead at 
an early time in 1907, had its begin- 
ning several years ago. It was taken 
up by the daughters and the sons of 
veterans, in the local organizations, 
and from time to time, by various 
methods, snug sums have been real- 
ized and put aside for this specific 
The fund has grown slowly 
but steadily until the money which 
has been obtained from’ this year's 
lyceum course added to the amounts 
previously saved, justified the local 
chapters of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy and the Sons of Veterans in 
letting the contract. 

From the historic incidents sur- 
rounding its location, more than the 
money value which the monument will 
represent, it will be an. object of more 
historic interest than perhaps any other 
shaft in Georgia or in the south. It 
will rise 20 feet high, will be !0 feet 
square at the bottom and will gradu- 
ally slope upward to the base of the 
figure of a soldier standing at parade 
rest, which will surmount the top of 
the monument. Upon the obverse and 
reverse sides of the shaft which will 
support the figure. Phe flag of , the 
confederacy with its broken staff, will 
be chiseled.

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OF COTTON SEED 
It seems to be a fact that the farmers 
who produce the cotton seed are not get- 
ting a fair price for them at the mills, 
either when solid for cash or exchanged 
for cotton meal. At this date (Decem- 
ber 13) the ofl mills are giving 70 cents 
per 100 Ihe, or $14 per ton, for sound seed 
delivered at the mill, 
sell the meal at $24 per ton, hulls at $8 
per ton, and oll @prime crude) at 3! .cents 
per gallon. Let us see how these figures 
look in the form of a statement:

In other words, the oil mill pays the 
farmer $14 for one ton of seed, delivered 
at the mill, and sells the products of the 
same ton at $24.80, leaving $10.80 out of 
which to pay all expenses of operating 
the mill It is said that the mill can 
pay all these expenses out of $3.50 or 
$4 per ton of seed handled, including a 
fair profit. On account of the advance 
in the wages of operatives, let us put 
the amount at $5 per ton, out of which 
the mill pays all expenses of operation 
and a fair profit on the business. This 
leaves $5.80 not accounted for in any 
of the items above given. is this an 
extra profit? What says the mill man? 
Can he not afford to at least divide this 
amount equally between itself and the 
farmer by giving the latter about $3 per 
ton more for seed, say $17 a ton. It 
seems to me the mills have given as much 
as $17 for seed when oil was several 
cents lower than now, and at the same 
time sold mea] at $22 per ton and hulls at 
$6 mer ton, and maybe less. It is not 
desired to do the mills any injustice, but 
it does seem that in this day of higher 
prices, higher meal and higher seed. and 
higher oil, the farmer should get more 
for his cotton seed. 

Moreover, with the large quantity of 
more or less @amaged seed—which the 
mills will not buy, if they know it—the 
result of bad weather on cotton in the 
field and bad management in the care 
of the seed, the supply of sound seed 
must be considerably less than usual. 
For that reason the price of sound seed 
should be higher. 

The oil mill men say that they have 
not made any money handling cotton 
seed for several years. Maybe it is their 
‘innings’ now and they are making as 
many basehjts and runs as possible. I 
notice, however, that the mills keep on 
grinding seed, getting the oil,- meal and 
hulls into separate lots and selling each 
of them at unusually high prices, while 
the farmer pays more for the meal and 
hulls and gets less for his seed. 

Now, Mr. Oil “Mill Man, can and 
will you'not do a little better for the 
farmers—say, give at least $2 more per 
ton of seed? After the farmer loads his 
wagon wit, seed and hauls four or five 
miles to a mill at $!I4 a ton, he has a 
very small margin between the amount 
received for the seed and the value of the 
seed to him if kept at home and used 
as cattle feed or fertilizer. For fertiliz- 
ing purposes alone, with meal at $24 a 
ton, cotton seed are worth about $16 a 
ton. The oil cannot be utilized to ad- 
vantage by the farmer. It is worth noth- 
ing as a fertilizer, although it is said that 
“Uncle Lon’ insists that the oil is ‘“‘use- 
ful to greaze the roots of the crops and 
thus enable them to penetrate the hard 
clay more easily.”’ 

It is certain that a farmer cannot af- 
ford to use his sound cotton seed as @ 
fertilizer unless forced to do so by the 
comparatively low prices obtainable for 
them. Did I hear some one suggest that 
the oil mills are all a “trust” or ‘‘com- 
bine?’ Is that a fact; and does the 
“combine” fix. an arbitrary price on cot- 
ton seed? Will some one who knows 
please answer? If that is true, why do 
not the rival cotton associations fix a 
minimum price for cotton seed, antl ad- 
vise the farmers to “stand pat’’ on that 
rice. 

a is baby talk to tell a farmer that 
he is getting more for his cotton seed 
than the seed are worth to him. Admit 
that to be true, is he not also, in the 
same sense, getting more for his cotton 
lint than it is worth to him. The truth 
igs that it costs the farmer more to pro- 
duce a ton of seed than it costs him to 
produce a bale of cotton. Indeed, for 
every Wale of cotton he produces he must 
produce twice its weight of seed. More- 
over, the 1,000 pounds of seed take out 
of the soil fifty—yea, a hundred times, 
more plant food than does the 500 pounds 
of lint cotton. 

If I had the sound seed from an hun- 
dred bales, or five hundred bales, or even 
for only ten bales, and a dry place to 
keep it, I would certainly hold on to 
them until the oil mills shall need them 
more than they do now. It would not be 
surprising,if sound seed shall sell for 
$i@ to $20 a ton before the crushing 


season is over.

SOWING OATS IN THE TWELVE 
DAYS —SOWING OATS IN COTTON 


FIELD. 

Wm. L. O., Charlotte, N. C.—My 
father used to say that the best, time 
to sow oats is what he called ims 
“twelve days.” What do you say 
about it? 

Answer—I have often said that oats 
should not be sown between December 
| and February !5. As I. understand it 
the “twelve days’’ referred to are the 
twelve days fellowing December 25, 
eleven of which (I believe) were knocked 
out with the:reform of the calendar by 
Pope Gregory (wasn’t it?) If I am 
wrong will some one correct me? So 
far from it being a good time to sow 
oats I believe it is about the worst 
time that could be hit upon betwee. 
October and April |. Not the “twelve 
days” particularly, but the entire month 
of Jenuary reaches on both sides + 
the middie of the winter season, 4al- 
though our very coldest weather fr- 
quently occurs @uring the first half of 
February. I «cannot see any reatos 
whatever for sowing oats in midwinter, 
or just before the time we may expect 
our coldest weather. Maybe the idea 1s 
like that of the old Woman who made 
reply to a reproof. administered to her 
for skinning eels still alive—‘‘Laws,

GROWING AIS OWN TOBACCO. . 

John D.,’ Dublin, Ga.—I seé so much 
said about diversifying’ crops and advis- 
ing farmers to grow everything they need 
at horre that I am thinking of planting @ 
patch of tobacco and see if I cannot 
nmenmufacture what I need at home for 
myself and my hired laborers. Would you 


sume 150 pounds a year, maybe more. 

Answer—If you. follow the advice given 
by some speakers and writers you will 
have to grow your own tobacco, I sup- 
nese. But right here, and in some other 
places, I would draw the line on “‘di- 
versification.”’ There is reason in some 
things and none at all in others. To- 
bacco is a special crop, rather particular 
about soil and exceedingly particular in 
its requirements as to handling, curing 
and manufacturing. It specially requires 
a skill that is not so easily acquired to 
cure it in such manner as to produce a 
satisfactory “smoke” or a good ‘‘chew.’’ 
I am myself an old user of the weed and 
believe I am a pretty good judge when it 
comes to smoking and chewing (the 
nasty stuff!) I never could abide “stingy 
green,’’ as it is very properly called. But 
some are not so particular ab«@it quality 
if the product is sound and of good 
strength. Unless you have already the 
trained knowledge and skill necessary 
to produce a good quality of tobacco 
I would advise you not to fool with a 
patch large enough to produce only 100 
to 150 pounds. Put the same ground in 
cabbage or alfalfa, or some other crop 
requiring a good soil and that you know 
something about cultivating and you will 
be able from the sale of such a crop 
to r all the tobacco you need and of 
far Better quality than you are Hkely to 
produce, . 

COTTON MBAL AND HULLS. 

iH. W., Sparta, Ga.—I want to ask you 
how much cotton seed meal and hulls is 
necessary to feed to each head of cattle 
during the winter months, and then how 
much in the event you feed hay also? 
What would be a good mixture of the 
hay and cotton seed meal and hull ra- 
tion? Will it do as well to feed beef cat- 
tle during the winter on merely enough 
ration to sustain them, or is it better for 
all purposes to feed a full ration? In a 
heard of beef cattle consisting almost 
entirely of Heregords would it pay to 
use cows for dairy purposes as well or 
would you simply feed them for beef 


herd? 

Answer—It is not actually necessary to 
feed any hulls at all to cattle, but I pre- 
sume you wish to know what is a proper 
proportion of cotton seed and hulls. In 
reply I send you copy of a bulletin which 
gives a number of formulas in which 
cotton seed meal and hulls enter as con- 
stituents. The ordinary rations for fat- 
tening steers is 5 pounds of cotton seed 
meals to 25 pounds of hulls. This makes 
what we call a pretty wide ration, or 
one that contains a large relative per- 
centage of carbo-hydrate. For feeding 
milch cows a somewhat smaller quantity 
of cotton seed hulls is used then in No. 
5, but this is not a perfect ration, al- 
though it does very well. Formula No. 6 
is a much better one. 

It never pays to feed beef cattle a 
merely maintenance ration. They. should 
always be kept growing and fattening. 
Whether you would use the cows of your 
herd of Herefords fer dairy purposes is 
purely a question of expediency, to be 
determined “by circumstances. As a rule 
the cows are not used for beef, but 
are used for breeding purposes and in- 
cidentally for milk. 


COTTON, CORN, COWPEA AND PEA- 
NUTS IN INDIA, 

KE. B., Allan’s Mills, Ontario Canada.— 
I write to ask if you will kindly send 
me a copy of any bullets printed at 
the Georgia Experiment Station on the 
culture of cotton, corn, cowpea ang pea- 
nuts. g am interested in the introduction 
of some of the best American varieties 
of these into south India, where I am a 
missionary. Il expect to return there in 
August or Geptember from New York, 
my headquarters, and would like to take 
a small quamtity of seed of the best va- 
rieties of each of the above plants, which 
you think suitable to introduce there, in 
Madras presidenciyo and near the east 
coast. We think of introducing drilled 
wells a@nd pumps for irrigating small 
farms of from !0 to 100 acres. Can 
you oblige me with any information re- 
garding such irrigation plants? How are 
such wells drilled in your state? 1. e., 
with what make of drilling machine? 
Water is found in my locality at about 
100 feet below the surface in sufficient 
quantity to rise to within 20 feet of the 
surface in considerable amount. How 
may such wells be bored with as little 
expense as possible, and what kind of 
pumps do you recommend? Coal, wood 
and oijl are the only fuels available; and 
these cost from one and a half to two 
times as much 4s in the United States, I 
think. Please state also where I can 
procure the seed of the above plants in 
small quantities and of the best quality. 
Please address at present care J. Ritchie, 
Allan’s Mills, Ontario, Canada. 

Answer—Our bulletin on cowpea cul- 
ture is entirely exhausted. The Georgia 
Station has not issued any bulletin on 
peanut culture. I advise you to write to 
the director of the North Carolina Ex- 
periment Station at Raleigh, N. C., for 
bulletins on peanut culture. Also write 
to Hon. James Wilson, secretary of agri- 
culture, Washington, D. C., for a copy 
of farmers’ bulletin on peanut culture. 

I send you quite a number of copies of 
bulletins on corn and cotton culture, 
which, I trust, will serve your purpose. 
‘In regard to seeds, 1 am not now pre- 
pared to supply you with any at all. You 
ean get cowpeas of the different seeds- 
men who deal largely in plantation and 
farm seeds. 

fn regards to wells and pumps I am 
not able to give you any accurate infor- 
mation. We do not drill wells in this sec- 
tion of the state. In the southern, or ter- 
tiary region, it is quite common to bore 
wells 12 Inches in diameter for ordinary 
purposes, in addition to artesian wells, 
but I am not prepared to give you any 
names and addresses of persons engaged 
in the Dusiness, or in the manufacture 
of the boring machinery.

EARL SPRING FORAGE CROP. 

M, H., Americus, Ga.—Can you tell me 
any forage that can be raised on the 
place that will take the place absolutely 
of corn? My corn will give out abou: 
the first of February and I have six big 
mules to feed. 

Answer—I do not know of any forage 
that can now be sown that will take the 
place of corn, so early as the first of 
Webruary! There is absolutely nothing. 
¥You will be forced to buy grain, and 1 
2dvise you to buy oats and corn, half 
and half, sufficient te serve you until 
about the middle of May. In the mean- 
t‘me prepare a sufficient area of land 
for spring oats, and sow enough to vro- 
duce a supply of feed oats until corn 
comes in. You can also plant other 
crops in April that will furnish forage, 
such as cattail millet and sorghum. If 
you will fertilize the oats well, as I 
have often advised, and sow them about 
the first of February you will be able to 
vommence using thym by the middle o? 
May, and possibly earlier; especially if 
you sow the Burt of ninety day oat. 

THE “CITRANGE.”’ 

G. D. M., Falfa, 8, ©.—Will you kindly 
give me your opinion (either by letter or 
bulletin) as to the value and merits of 
the ‘“‘Morton’’ citrange orange? It ap- 
pears that you are caring for and test- 
ing this and some other varieties, and I 
desire to get a few of those varieties 
tnat have withstood the cold of this lat- 
itude, if such there is. With thank in 
edvance, 

Anwer—A number of he crosses  be- 
iween citrus triofollata (hardy lemon) 
and citrus aurantium.(sweet orange) have 
been growing on the Georgia Experimen: 
Station for seven or eight years, but 
oOuly one so far has borne fruit. That 
is evidently a cross-product and it has 
rct been named, its number being 775. 
The tree (as all of them are) is entirely 
hardy against+ zero temperature, ani 
even lower. It bore eleven “‘citranges,’’ 
us the fruit is called, this year, of about 
the size of a medium Florida orange, o: 
rather rough exterior and thick rind, en- 
tirely without seed. The color is orange, 
the pulp is firm but exceedingly bitter 
end unpalatable . Other crosses’ that 
have fruited elsewhere are’ three in num- 
ber, ‘“‘Willets,” “‘Rusk’’ and ‘Morton,’ 
tut I have not seen a specimen. The 
trees are under control of the United 
States department. of agriculture so far 
as concerns the disposition of cuttings, 
buds, ete. The Georgia station is not 
authorized to sell or otherwise part with 
trees or wood. 


“VIRGINIA GRAY,” “CULBERSON” 
AND APPLER OATS. 

T. P. Priestly, Greenville, Tenn.—Will 
you please give me the relative merits 
(and demerits) of the Virginia Gray and 
Culberson and Appler oats? I want to 
grow some winter oats and I want the 
best. Will they make fairly 00d oats 
sown. about the spring? What about 
Tatum’s improved? Reply at once. 

Answer—By “Virginia Gray’’ I presume 
you mean the winter turf oat, a hardy, 
grazing oat, but not proof against. rust, 
and the grain is light and chaffy and 
not very abundant. { Know little of the 
Culberson. The Appler is a selection from 
the original ‘“‘Texas red rust proof’ made 
more than twenty years ago by a Geor- 
gia farmer. The Georgia Experiment 
Station got seed of Mr. Appler about six- 
teen years ago and the variety has been 
kept pure since and thousands of bushels 
have been sold by the station all over 
the south. It is hardy (when properly 
sown), strictly rust proof and productive. 
A valuable point in favor of the seed 
sold by the station is the fact that for 
sixteen years in succession, excepting one 
year, it has been sown in fhe fall and 
this is believe@ to confirm and increase 
its hardiness against cold, especially 
when sown according to the ‘‘open fur- 
row” system, originated by the Georgia 
station. ‘The station’s supply is now 
exhausted. It does very well sown in 
the spring if sown on good land and lib- 
erally fertilized. , 
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CANE BEGASSE MUCK AS FERTIL- 
IZERS. 


E. J. B., Egypt, Ga.—I have a 10t of 
cane just as it was ground through the 
mill, also‘ a lot of halk-trodden corn- 
stalks, and want to use this stuff on 
Trish potatoes and snap beans’ about the 
iS$th of February to 15th of March. Will 
you please advise me how to use this to 


get it ready for manuring with by that : 


time? I want to use it on new land, and 
it is ordinarily low. I thought of using 
acid and potash, but did not know if that 
would do, so please advise me at once. I 
also have a iot of old meat salt. Is it 
any good? If so, how is the best way 
to use it? Is pond muck worth anything 
for manure? : 

Answer—You cannot consider’ the 
bagasse and trodden cornstalks as an in- 
gredient of a fertilizer for Irish potatoes 
and snap beans; but simply as a mechan- 
ical and physical amendment to the soil. 
I think the best use that you can make 
of them is bedding for horses, mules and 
cattle. New land is not the kind of soil 
that requires the addition of vegetable 
matter. : 

The meat salt would be effective as a 
fertilizer, in proportion to the amount of 
blood it may contain. Salt itself is not 
a fertilizer, although it does sometimes 
have a good effect when applied to the 
soil at the rate of one-half ton or so to 


the acre. It is a very good a plication 


for vegetables, as an insecticidé. Plow 
wp the land first, the beginning of win- 
ter, and sow at the rate of ten to twenty 
bushels of salt to the acre. 

Pond muck is not a fertilizer as a rule; 
but it may be judiciously applied pro- 
vided it be dug out and thrown into 
heaps duri the fall of the year and 
allowed to dry and sweeten. Evep then 
the best use of it is for bedding for 
animals. I have no bulletin on this sub-
